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Detailed Action 

Claims 1-30 are pending in this application. Claims 1-30 have been amended. This is a 
response to the Amendment/Remarks filed on 4/8/09. This action is made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claims 14 recites, "receiving a redundancy update message from said 

second peer system when a comparison identifies the first message and the second 

message as the same message", it is unclear to which peer is receiving the redundancy 
update message". It appears by the language that the second peer system is sending 
the message, which makes the claims indefinite since, the first peer system is sending a 
message to the second peer system. The redundancy message should be sent to/at 
the second peer system not from the second peer system. 

Further, "where said redundancy update message is a message indicating that 
the second peer system is not to receive a new message from the first peer system 
because the new message has a path to the first peer system which allows the first peer 
system to receive the message from a different peer system first", which makes the 
claim unclear and indefinite because the second peer system is receiving messages 
from the first and third. The second peer system should not be receiving a new 
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message from the first peer system since the second peer system will receive the new 
message from a different peer system first. 

As per claim 26, recites, "process a received first message including the first 
identification information from a first sending peer system to said peer system in a 
peer to peer relay network", then recites, "wherein said redundancy update message is 
a message indicating that the first peer system is not to receive a new message from 
the second sending peer system because the new message has a path to the fist peer 
system which allows the first peer system to receive the message from a different peer 
system first", which makes the claims indefinite because based on the claim language, 
the first sending peer system is sending the first message, therefore there is no need to 
send a redundancy update message to the first peer system. 

Claims 1 ,14,21 ,26 recites the limitation "the message". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear to which "the message" is 
referring to, since there are a first, second, update, and new message recited in the 
claims. 

Claims 21 ,26 recites the limitation "the first peer system". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It should be "the first sending peer 
system". 

All other claims are rejected based on it's dependency. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-30 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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The Office recommends the attorney of record schedule an interview with the 
examiner before filing a response to this action in order to advance the prosecution of 
this case.
